The venereal diſeaſe appeared, originally, in Ramps ſoon after 
the return of Chriſtopher Columbus from the diſcovery of America,

REMEDIES and TREATMENT. 
THERE are two methods of treating 
” aurethritisvenerea; the one ſpeedy, 
by aftringent drying injectiont, but ha- 


_ zardous and frequently dangerous in 


its conſequences; the other ſlower, 
by internal medicines, but certain, ſafe, 
and ſecure from all future evils. 

In the commencetnent of the diſ- 
order, if the mercurial mucilaginous 
injection be ſkilfully applied, the cure 
is often accompliſhed in a few days, 
with very little medicine; but after 
that early period all injections may be 
hazardous.

When 
theſe ſubſtances are truly prepared, and the articles obtained from Apothe- 
caries' Hall (and none other ſhould be depended on), their action in the human 
body is quite different to mercury in any form alone; and abundance of expe. 
rience proves, in many thouſands of inſtances, that, to produce ſalutary effects, 
they ſhould be given every ſix or eight hours in the day. Doſe ſhould ſucceed | 
doſe uniformly, that the mild action of one ſhould ſcarcely expire before 
another continually ſucceeds, and a very ſtrict regimen ſhould be obſerved. .
